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ABSTRACT 

This guide is intended to assist in linking service 
providers to existing resources and models and to build awareness of 
the body of innovative work that has been developed to respond to 
needs of homeless adult learners. It describes materials for 
instruction, outreach, and program management that were primarily 
developed in projects funded under the McKinney Adult Education for 
the Homeless Program. Introductory material includes information on 
the t'.fo referenced clearinghouses Division of Adult Education and 
Literacy (DAEL) and Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) 
and addresses and telephone numbers of state coordinators of Adult 
Education for the Homeless projects. The materials are organized into 
three sections. The section on curriculum designates systematic 
strategies for delivery of instruction or modules/materials focused 
on these specific topics: basic skills, job or job search skills, 
life management or affective skills, parenting skills, and other 
skills. The section on information includes descriptive/educational 
materials about adults experiencing homelessness and the programs 
that serve them. It also includes examples of specific projects' 
solutions to a learner need, in a cartoon-form outr each/f act sheet 
trrgeting low-level readers. The section on tools designates tools 
useful fcr instruction and program management in the following areas: 
learner assessment, program evaluation, data collection, and learner 
tracking. Each entry follows this format: ins t ruct i onal /cont ent area, 
type of product, product description, developer, availability, and 
contact person. (YLB) 
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This guide is not an exhaustive listing of materials developed or 
appropriate for use with homeless adult learners. It is intended 
to assist in linking service providers to existing resources and 
models, and to build awareness of the body of innovative work that 
has been developed to respond to the needs of this diverse 
population. The holistic approach, which is well established in 
programs effectively serving homeless and disadvantaged adults, may 
inform practices for serving all learners. We feel that the light 
of creativity and respect in which learners and learning are viewed 
is applicable to a broader range of clients than adults currently 
experiencing homelessness . 

Currently the guide describes materials for instruction, outreach 
and program management. They were primarily developed in projects 
funded under the McKinney Adult Education for the Homeless Program. 
It is anticipated that the guide will be updated and expanded over 
time . 

The resource guide is a testimony to the dedication and innovation 
that characterize staff and participants of adult education for the 
homeless programs.

The purpose of the SLRC Program, which funds all 50 
States, the District of Columbia and Puerto Rico, is to establish 
a network of centers that will stimulate the coordination of 
literacy services, enhance the capacity of State and local 
organizations to provide literacy services, and serve as a 
reciprocal link between the National Institute for Literacy and 
service providers. This will facilitate wider sharing of 
information data, research and expertise, and literacy resources. 
Each State is tailoring its resource center location, design and 
operations to meet its own specific needs. Among the grant 
recipients, the option of forming Regional SLRCs has been chosen in 
three cases, including: 

-- the New England States, comprising Connecticut, Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Rhode Island and Vermont, 
Minnesota and South Dakota, and 
Alaska, Idaho, and Washington State.
